The new Hall, which has been some time in erection, 
and which is destined for the head-quarters of Mr.

It will be re- 
membered that we published an address from the 
friends and admirers of Mr. Hullah (ante p. 103, vol. 3), 
in which public aid is solicited to complete the build- 
ing, " it having advanced to its present stage on the 
personal responsibility of Mr. Hullah, assisted most 
generously by his singing classes according to their 
means, and by some private friends by loan and other- 
wise." It appears to us that the opening of a portion 
of the Hall for the purposes of the Institution, gives 
good promise of ultimate success, and the best reward 
to those amongst the public who have already re- 
sponded to the solicitation, and an encouragement for 
parties intending to subscribe not longer to defer their 
help. 



NORMAL MUSIC SCHOOL OF MANCHESTER 

A numerous and highly respectable meeting was 
held in the Town Hall on the 25th Oct., to aid the 
establishment of a Normal Music school in Man- 
chester, and to afford Dr. Mainzer an opportunity of 
explaining the character and object of the proposed 
institution. John Potter, Esq., mayor, presided. 

Dr. Mainzer made an enthusiastic speech in favour 
of the art and its refining tendencies, and pointed out 
the advantages which must arise from having a school 
for the special instruction of those who had to teach 
again ; at the conclusion of which the following reso- 
lution, proposed by Mr. Thomas Clegg, churchwarden 
of Manchester, and seconded by George Bagshaw, 
Esq., was carried unanimously : — 

" That this meeting has heard with great satisfaction the expo* 
sition given by Dr. Mainzer of the plan and objects of the normal 
school now opened for teachers and operatives, and pledges itself to 
use its best efforts to obtain that countenance and support which 
will ensure the perfect success of the projector, which, in the opinion 
of this meeting, is calculated to provide the means of refined and 
social enjoyment to all, but especially to the working classes of this 
borough" 

Subscriptions towards the object were entered into, 
amounting to £110, before the close of the meeting.

Brief Chronicle at the last ittonth. 

Music at Manchester. — On the 1st of the present 
Month commenced the second series of " Weekly 
Concerts for the People," and we think every well- 
wisher for the advancement of musical taste among 
our industrious classes must rejoice on contemplating 
the encouraging scene presented each Monday evening 
in our great Free Trade Hall, where we find assembled 
some three thousand honest artisans with their 
families, anxiously drinking at the classic founts of a 
Handel, a Beethoven, or a Mendelssohn ; and in 
whose earnest and expressive countenances you could 
read the feelings of the sweet bard of Avon when he 
says — 

"That strain again ! It had a dying fall ; 
O, it came upon my ear like the sweet south, 
That breathes upon a bed of violets, 
Stealing and giving odour." 

Among those who assist at these popular concerts is 
Mrs. Sunderland, our famed English cantatrice, 
Mr. I. R. Isherwood, of this town, and one or two 
others. The chorus numbers about fifty voices, and 
is admirably trained by Mr. D. W. Banks. A Mr. 
Payne has appeared as primo tenore, but with very 
indifferent success. The Hargraves' Society has for 
the present suspended its concerts. A rival society 
is, however, contemplated, which will, we trust, more 
efficiently carry out its objects, viz. — the practice of 
choral music. During the present week Formes has 
appeared here in conjunction with the Rafters, but 
has been miserably supported. Concert speculators 
seem to be running wild just now : there is certainly 
no dearth of amusements in Manchester : we hear 
Charles Hall6, (as some would say, the neglected 
Halle,) has written an oratorio, which is intended, 
we believe, to be performed on Christmas Day next. 
How we could like our English oratorios, " Deliver- 
ance of Israel," and " Jerusalem," to take pre- 
cedence ! Church music is fearfully on the wane 
here ; and in one of our fashionable churches, where 
the musical service at present would do credit even to 
one of the leading metropolitan conventicles, we have 
learned it is henceforth to be discontinued or seriously 
curtailed, merely to suit the whim of some antiquated 
clerical official. However, a society is now being 
formed ; and we hope speedily to witness some im- 
portant changes in the present slovenly mode of con- 
ducting the musical service of our churches. — From a 
Correspondent. 

Gloucester. — The new organ which has been 
placed in the Shire Hall for the use of the Choral 
Society was opened on the 17th and 18th of October. 
Mr. Edmund Chipp, a young man of ability as an or- 
ganist, was engaged to display its powers and his own 
dexterity by the execution of several difficult varia- 
tions of his own composition on Haydn's " God save 
the Emperor," and other well-known airs. Haydn's 
Creation on the first evening, and Handel's Messiah 
on the second, were extremely well sung by the mem- 
bers of the Choral Society, numbering 120 chorus 
singers, the accompaniment being played on the new 
organ by Mr. G. W. Morgan. The Hall was incon- 
veniently crowded, especially on the second evening. 

West Tanfield. — Concert. — On Tuesday evening 
last, a choral class under the tuition of Mr. Ellis 
gave a public performance of vocal music, in the new 
school-room, West Tanfield. Mr. W. Jackson (of 
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BRIEF CHRONICLE (continued). 
Masham) accompanied the pieces on the pianoforte, 
and sang two songs, in both of which he was encored. 
Several of the glees were also encored, and the general 
performance gave entire satisfaction to a very numerous 
and respectable audience. The class, which consists 
chiefly of children belonging to Mr. Ellis's school, and 
which has only been in existence about eighteen months, 
acquitted itself throughout in a most creditable manner. 
We understand the children have been taught on Mr. 
Jackson's method of solfaing, and that Mr. Ellis has 
superintended the class gratuitously. — York Gazette. 

Rochdale. — The members of the Harmonic Choral 
Society held their first public concert for the season 
in the Public Hall, under the conduct of Messrs. John 
Grindrod, sen. and jun. There was a good attendance. 

The Sacred Harmonic Society, Exeter Hall, 
commence their season on the 12th of November, with 
Handel's oratorio Solomon, which will be a compa- 
rative novelty. 

Wednesday Concerts at Exeter Hall. — We have 
to record the resumption of these concerts in circum- 
stances which promise a full renewal of last season's 
remarkable success. The Misses Williams, Mr. 
Lockey, Herr Formes, Signor Ronconi, and some of 
the finest music of Mozart, were amongst the at- 
tractions of the first concert. Great novelties are pro- 
mised ; and in the conduct of the orchestra we already 
see improvement upon last season. 

Concerts for the People. — The concert of Mon- 
day evening last was to be devoted to a selection of 
sacred music, the first part consisting of Handel's 
Dettingen Te Deum. The second part will consist of 
selections, among which we may point out the charm- 
ing duet and chorus, by Mendelssohn, " I waited for 
the Lord ;" Pergolesi, " O Lord, have mercy ;" 
Beethoven, " Hallelujah Chorus," from The Mount of 
Olives ; and the solo, " Let the Bright Seraphim, to be 
sung by Mrs. Sunderland, with Mr. Ellwood's trumpet 
obligato. These are all productions of the highest 
order of composition, as they are pleasing in character, 
and must lead to a general improvement in taste on 
the part of those who form the regular attendants of 
these popular concerts. The season has begun with 
good promise, each night bringing its crowded au- 
dience. — Manchester Examiner 8f Times. 

Death of Chopin, the Pianist. — The French papers 
announce this event as having happened on the 17th 
instant. M. Frederic Chopin died of a disease of the 
chest, at the comparatively early age of thirty-nine. 
The Athenaum informs us that " His funeral obsequies 
were to be celebrated in the church of La Madeleine 
in Paris, where the Requiem of Mozart was to be per- 
formed, in accordance with his own earnest desire.
